Royston, Ga., August 9.—(Special.)—Ex- 
Senator and County School Commissioner 
W. P. Cobb, of this place, was shot and 
killed last night by his wife. Mrs. Cobb 
makes a statement declaring that she 
mistook him for a burglar. 

Two shots were fired, one taking effect 
in the head and one in the abdomen. 
He was wholly unconscious from the time 
of the shooting until his death, which 
occurred at 1:30 o’clock this morning. 
Medical aid was summoned immediately 
after the shooting, but nothing could be 
done. 

Mr. Cobb came to Georgia from North 
Carolina about twenty years ago and 
| began teaching in Banks county. Later 
| he graduated with distinction from the 
iNorth Georgia Agricultural college. He 
| married the daughter of Captain Caleb 
Chitwood, of Banks. M4hree children were

Shea Denies that it Was a Dismal 
Failure. 

Philadelphia, August 9.—Cornelius P. 
Shea, of Boston, president of the Inter- 
national] Brotherhood of Teamsters’ de- 
fended his conduct of the recent §trike 
in Chicago at today’s session of tha 
brotherhood’s annual convention. After 
going in detailo¢ the events that led up 
to the trouble, President Shea defended 
his. course during the strike. 

“TIT say to you,” he- said, “that I did 
my duty there as I saw it. And what- 
ever responsibility is attached to the 
conduct of that strike, I am not afraid 
to tell you—put it on tbe shoulders of 
Snea.”’ 

President Shea came in for criticism 
when the reports of executive members 
were read at the afternoon session. Mi- 
chae]l Casey, of San Francisco, third 
vice president of the brotherhood, in his 
report characterizeq the strike as a dis- 
mai failure.

Spent Night in Cabin and 
Walked to ‘Ringgold, 


Girl Was Almost Dead When She

Every Lawyer in Case Has Received 
Anonymous Letter in Regard 
to Juror Green, Who is 
Alleged to Favor 
Sanford. 


Rome, Ga., August 9.—(Special.)—at 10 
o'clock tonight no verdict had been 
reacned in the Sanford case. 

It develops today that anonymous let- 
ters bearing upon the alleged action of 
uror Green in expressing his opinion 
that Sanford should not hang to several 
railroad men before the trial of the case 
was called have been distributed very 
generally. 

Solicitor Ennis, immediately upon re- 
celving tie anonymous notice entered 
upon an investigation and declared that 
he will pust th matter ana ascertain 
the facts if possible. The attention of 
the grand jury may be directed te the 
letters and the charges further probed. 
Every lawyer connected with the case 
was the recipient of one of these let- 
ters. 

Judge Wright appears determined to 
have the present jury reach~a verdict 
if it is by any menas possible.

WITTE STOUTLY OPPOSES 
PAYMENT QF INDEMNITY 


Baron Komura Will Today Probably 
Reveal the Japanese Terms. 
The Meeting of the Envoys 
Yesterday Was Purely 
Informal,

Portsmouth, N. H., August 9.—With the 


probability that Baron Komura will to- 
morrow reveal to the Russian plenipo- 
tentiaries the terms upon which Japan 


is willing to conclude peace, opinion as

This is due to 
that Japan’s conditions will not prove as 


moderate as were at one time anticipated 


and especiaily in the matter of indemnity 
may preclude the possibility of their ac- 
ceptance by the Russian envoys as a 
basis of negotfation. 

Witte Against Indemnity. 

The firm attitude of Mr. Witte in pri- 
vate conversation against the payment of 
an indemnity and the insistent reports 
emanating from Japanese quarters that 
a stiff war contribution approximting 
the cost of the war, variously stated at 
rfom $600,000,000 to $800,000,000, c9,- 
stitutes one of Japan’s demands indl- 
cates a wide, if not an irreconcilable dif. 
ference between Japan’s irreducible mini. 
mum and what Russia is prepared to ac- 
cept. Uipon the question of the payment 
of a large indemnity the instructions of 
the Russian plenipoterZiaries are  be- 
lieved to admit of no concessions, al- 
though it is possible a certain compen- 
sation in kind might be arranged. For 
instance it is suggested that for the re- 
linguishment of the Island of Sakhalin, 
now potentially in Japan’s hands, the 
possession of which by Japan would give 
ber command of the whole Siberian Mt- 
toral, Russia could with propriety pay 
a large sum. 

Gloomy foreboding, however, may be 
premature at this juncture as everything 
indicates the plenipotentiaries upon both 
sides are sincerely desirous of conclud- 
ing a treaty of peace.

Soon after his marriage, Mr. Cobb be- 
gan teaching in this section of the state 
and was principal of the high schools at 
Lavonia, Commerce, ‘Carnesville and 
Royston, in the order named, 

In 1900 he was elected by a large ma- 
jority as senator from the thirty-first 
senatorial district, which position he filled 
with distinction. At the close of his 
senatorial] term he was prominently 
spoken of as a candidate for state school 
commissioner on account of the interest 
he had taken in educational mattel’s as 
a member of the general assemb'y. He, 
howev@?r, decided not to make this race, 
and was elected county school com mis- 
sioner of Franklin county, which position 
he held at the timé of his death. Thete 
has been much advancement in educa- 
tional matters in the county since his 
election, largely due to his efforts and 
influence in that direction. 

He had lately entered the journaiistie 
field as editor of The Royston Record, 
and was fast making a success in this 
line. He was about forty-three years 
of age. He was recognized by all whe 
knew him as a gentleman of honor and 
intelligence. He stood high in Masonic 
circles, having delivered several addresses 
to the fraturnity over the state. Mr. Cobb 
was a prominent member of the Bap- 
tist church. 

This sad occurrence has cast a gloom 
over the town and the entire section 
where he has spent his life work. His 
body will be interred here tomorrow, by 
the Masonic fraternity.

Pekin, August 9.—Wu Ting Fang, for- 
merly Chinese minister at Washington 
and now vice president of the board of 
foreign affairs, said that the existing reg- 
| ulations for the exclusion of Chinese 
‘from the United States were unsatisfac- 
'tory from the Chinese standpoint and 
hence it was desired that they should be 
modified by the new convention. The 
Chinese, he said, agreed to the exclusion 
of coolles, and this point presented no 
difficulty, but the existing regulations 
pressed with sovereignty on other classes. 
He instanced the cases of merchants, 
travelers for pleasure, students, and 
others who, while nominally admissible 
to the United States, were forced to un- 
dergo examinations which, though nec- 
essary, were generally rendered objec- | 
tionable on account of the manner in 
Which the regulations were enforced, 


Treatment o. Chinese. 

Mr. Wu admits that European emi- 
grants were not allowed representation 
by lawyers and others during their ex- 
aminations, but he rejected this argu- 
ment because, he said, the Chinese in 
other respects were given treatment en- 
tirely different from that accorded the 
Europeans.

Roanoke, Va., August 9.—When the re- 
publican state convention reassembled to- 
day the resolutions committee brought 19 
the platform which was read and adopt- 
ed as a whole amid rousing applause. 

It indorses the national republican 
platform, especially sound currency, pro- 
tective tariff, expansion, the Monroe doc- 
trine the Panama canal, and a larger 
navy.

Last summer, it will be remembered, 
on motion of E. F. Childress, of the first 
ward, a resolution was adopted which 
submitted to a vote of the people during 
the fall primary the question of. doing 
away with the general primary system 
and permitting all wards to nominate 
their own candidates for council. 

A majority of those who expressed 
themselves upon the matter voted in 
favor of ward primaries, but less than 
a majority of those who participated in 
the election voted in favor of ward pri- 
maries, this having been caused by the 
fact that many failed to vote on either 
side. 

The city executive committee {s not 
unanimous in believing that the people 
want ward primaries, although those who 
favo. the ward system announce that 
they are In the majority.

ANDERSON, OF CHATHAM, 
ON PERRY AMENDMENT 


The fight against the Perry amend- 
ment to the tax act, piacing a general 
tax of | I-2 per cent on the gross in- 
come of all railr@éads in Georgia, was 
led in the house yesterday by Mr. An- 
derson, of Chatham. 

The Savannah man delivered a speech 
that was conceded by one who 
heard it to be a masterly exposition of 
the side of the opposition in tne freight 
rate and taxatiow question. His speech 
was delivered in reply to that of Mr, 
Alexander, of DeKalb, who had cham- 
pioned the Perry amendment. 

The attitude of those who favored the 
amendment was that the

of property, while they capitalized 
at $45 per mile, which

Mr. Anderson said: 

“The railroads make their returns just 
as individuals’ do, except that thev are 
made to the comptroller general. That 
Official has the authority and it !s his 
duty to reject all returns that he does 
not believe are as large as they should 
be. The matter is then arbitrated. 

“What more can you expect from the 
railroads? They have complied with the 
law in every way under the supervision 
of officials elected by the people. If 
there is any fault at all in the matter 
it is the fault of thé law. You should 
therefore complain of the law and not of 
the railroads, — 

“It has been said thai the rate on cot- 
ton from Memphis and Nashville to Sa- 
vannah is practically the same as the 
rate, say from Albany, Ga., and yet 
the distance from the latter place to 
Savannah is much less than from the 
Tennessee points. 

“You say that the Tennessee rate is 
the normal rate and want to base all 
other rates on it. But I can easily show 
you that it is an abnormally low rate, 
put into effect in order to build up and 
benefit Georgia, There was a _ time 
when not a pound of cotton from the 
Tennessee points I have named was han- 
dled at Savannah. Why was this? 

“The Mississippi river flows from Mem- 
phis down to New Orleans, almording a 
cheap route for freight. The Illinois 
Central runs parallel to that river. It 
is built through a level country, down 
grade all the way. Why, they can haul 
just aS many cars as they can string 
behirfd an engine on that road. 

“Now, We wanted to divert some of 
this traffic from New Orleans to Sa- 
Vannah, Our opportunity came when a 
railroad was built from Memphis to Bir- 
mingham. But the only way to divert 
the traffic was to charge an abnormally 
low rate in spite of the fact that the 
roads doing the hauling to Savannah ran 
for a great part of the way through 
rough, mountainous country, rendering 
the traffic much more expensive than 
that of either the Mississ:ppi river or 
the Illinois Central. But that abnormal- 
ly low rate has accomplished its pur-

“Yet there are men here that say be- 
cause the railroads have done one thing 
at far less than cost in order to build 
up a Georgia city and Georgia prosper- 
ity they should, forsooth, be punished 
for that by having the burden placed on 
them of bringing all their charges down 
to meet that abnormally low one. 

“The senator who lives in DeKalb 
county made the statement that rail- 
roads are now bearing proportionately 
more tax burdens than any other class 
of property in the state, and yet a rep- 
esentative from the same county says, 
‘Let’s make them bear the same burdens 
as individuals.’ 

“The farm lands of Hall county, the 
county of the author of this amend- 
ment, and one of the most prosperous 
counties in Georgia, are returned for 
taxation at between $5 and $6 an acre, 
and yet I defy him to stand in his place 
on this floor and name any farm in his 
county that can be bought for less 
than $20 an acre. Yet he, tGo, cries 
that still more burdens should be heaped 
upon the railroads, while no steps -are 
taken to make other property pay its 
just dues. 

“There is a county In this state—Lib- 
erty county—which does not tax the peo- 
ple one cent. The railroads that run 
through that county support it and not 
only support it, but last year inere was 
a surplus of $20,000 left in the county 
treasury, and the citizens had not paid

one dollar of taxes. Do you call that 
justice and equality of taxation? 

“The intra-state rates in Georgia were 
fixed by your railroad commission. The 
people of the state have a remedy open 
to them. If they can stow that these 
local rates are excessive the railroad 
commission ,;s bound to reduce them. AS 
long as they are allowed by the com- 
mission you cannot blame the roads for 
charging what the law has given them 
permission to do, aside from the ques- 
tion of the reasenableness of the rates 
in themselves. Show tne commission 
wherein the rates are excessive and they 
will no doubt be changed. But if the 
remedy cannot be had that way, thé 
fault .s with the law as it stands. Don't 
try to remedy an evil that does not ex- 
ist by piling up overwhelming burdens 
on the factor that means more than all 
else to the prosperity and financial wel- 
fare of your commonwealth,”

large majority.

Turner county, to be furmed from parts 
of Worth, Dooly and Irwin, 
burn as the county seat 

Crisp to be formed from Dooly cou ity 
with Cordele as the ccunty seat. 

Stephens county (formery known as 
Bleckley) to be formea from parts of 
Habersham and Franklin, with Toccoa 
as the county seat. 

Toombs county, to be formed from 
parts of Montgomery, and Tattnall, with 
Lyons as the county seat, 

Jeff Davis county (formerly known As

Cromartie) to be formed from pars 9of'| 
Appling and Coffee, wite Hazlehurst as’ 


the county seat. 

Grady county, to be formed from parts 
of Thomas and Decatur, with Cairo as 
the county seat. 

With the exception of one county, Tur- 
ner, these are the counties named in The 
Constitution yesterday as the couniies 
which would be favorabiy reported upon 
by the committee. 

It was determined by the committee 
yesterday that no couda:y created should 
bear the name of a man now living;

Can It Be Belairs? 

The arrival in Washington of a 
copy. of The Mindanao Herald, pub- 
lished at Zamboanga, in the Philip- 
pines, has given rise to a suspicion 
that the versatile Belairs may have 
put in an appearance there. 

Belairs will be recalled as a capa- 
ble representative of a press associa- 
tion, whose connection with that as- 
sociation was severed upon the dis- 
covery that he had, at one time, been 
an inmate of the Florida penitentiary. 
“Captain Belairs,” he was in his 
journalistic days, and known in many 
lands; in Florida he wag Mr. Cher- 
iton.

The. advocates of this measure are 
disposed to make the people believe that 


on. in the matter of taxation. Uur con- 
stitution declares that ‘the right of taxa- 
tion isa soversign right, inalienable, in- 
destructsble, is the life of the state, and 
rightfully belongs. to the people in all 
republcan governments.” The framers 
of our constitution of 1877, many of 
them men of great ability and with long 
experience in the affairs of government, 
like Toombs and Jenkins and others, 
gave this question great coys.veration 
and gave us a constitution that op this 
question should stand forever. They 
were true to the state, and liberal to 
the churches and schools; and exempted 
from taxation “all places of religious 
worship or burial, all institutions of pure- 
ly public charity, all buildings erected for 
and used as a college or other place of 
learning."” They provided for a system 
of common schools and provided that 
the state university may accept de 
quests, donations, ete., for the use of 
the university. The university can re- 
ceive appropriations by direct taxation, 
because it is nonsectarian, and is the 
college of “all the people.” 

Now the other great colleges, together 
with the the church organizat.ons, come 
in and say, we want the legislature to 
appropriate some money for them. They 
are desirous of establishing a “concordat” 
or compact with their own state, and 
ask for special privileges by having their 
accumulated wealth, in the form of 
bonds, stocks, brick blocks, etc., exempt- 
ed from taxaton. 

This would mean only an indirect way 
of getting money out of the state treas- 
ury, because the amount they would 
save by exemption would have to be paid 
by the people at large. This, in its last 
analysis, means that a citizen, probably 
against his will, is forced to help main- 
tain sectarian churches and colleges. 

If history is to be believed, and I quote 
it, the French revolution was brought 
arcund by just such a concordat: “The 
nobles together with the clergy, monop- 
olized the principal share of the national] 
revenues, and left to the lower class¢s 
the burden of labor and of paying the 
taxes.” Only a few weeks ago republi- 
can France, after*more than a century of 
strife and trouble, completely separated 
church and state, and repudiated Napo- 
leon’s last concordat. 

This principle of complete separation 
is the very basis of our government, and 
if wt is right to-exempt the thousands 
that mow belong to the great colleges and 
churches from taxation, it will be right 
when they have millions of accumulated 
capital, and endowments, in the years to 
come, After awhile, they will be every- 
thing, and the citmens nothing but a 
tribute-payer against his will. 

Chancellor Hill need not be afrald that 
the state university wil) suffer, because, 
forsoath, we refuse to exempt the riches 
of the other institutions. We do not 
refuse to exempt thém because -we love 
them less, but because we love fhe state 
mor. We do not care to depart from 
the ancient landmarks which our fathers 
have set, but we want to intensify that 
spirit of loyalty to the state which makes 
a man first a citizen, and second a secta- 
Tian.

Senator 
Williams of the eighteenth district, led 
this fight. 

Senator Williams opposed the appro- 
priation of $48,000 for the support of 
the military of the state on the ground 
that the increase of $25,000 was un- 
necessary, and that it showed a tendency 
toward large appropriations which were 
not needed. 

In opposition to this section of the bill 
he said, among other things: “I have 
sat silently in my seat and listened to 
the many large appropriations pass this 
body, some of them absolutely necessary, 
others without claim to recognition, and 
I want to raise my voice in opposition to 
this increase of $25,000 for the military 
of Georgia. I-rwant to be distinctly under- 
stood in this matter. If the military of 
Georgia were cut down in numbers to a 
force absolutely needed for the protec- 
tion of property and life in the state, 
then I would be willing to appropriate 
any necessary sum for their maintenance, 
but with the pitiful sum of about $4 
per capita as previously appropriated or 
even $9 per caita, as provided, there is 
not a sufficient sum to keep the military 
up to the standard proposed.” 

Mr. Williams” further opposition to tha 
appropriation was based on the ground 
that the farmers of the state did not 
participate in wearing the “‘brass buttons” 
and particularly in te annual “frolics”’ 
of the militia at the “expense of the tax- 
payers of the staitte.” He was in favor 
of beginning a cut in the appropriations 
somewhere and said he saw no better 
place to begin than in the proposed ap- 
propriation. 

Senator Williams offered as an amend- 
ment to the section an appropriation of 
$23,000. 

Senaitor Wheatley spoke against the 
amendment, contending that the $48,- 
000 appropriation should stand if the 
reople of Georgia wanted their military 
kept up to the standard of the militia 
of the other states, and if they wanted to 
get the benefits of the federal appropria- 
tion for the militia under the Dick bill 

Senator Reid also opposed the amend- 
ment of Senator Williams. He stated 
that if the state did not make a sufficient

Senator Hand opposed the amendment, 
stating that it was simply a business 
proposition. If the state intendeg to 
have a military organization up to the 
Standard of the other states of the un- 
ion, it was absolutely necessary for the 
Staite troops to be so provided for that 
Georgia would come within the provisions 
of the Dick bill. 

Senator Candler spoke against Senator 
Williams’ amendment, and based his op- 
position on constitutional grounds, stat-

Contract Let for Construction 
of Gainesville Midland 
Railway.

Gainesville, Ga., August 9.—Spe- 
cial.)—All arrangements have about been 
perfected for the actuaj work of con- 
structing the extension of the Gaines- 
Ville Midland railway from . Jefferson 
to Athens and broaadening the guage 
from Gainesville to Jefferson. It is un- 


derstood that the contract for the con- 
struction work has been let to a Savan- 
nah contractor, who will likely sublet 
portions of the work all along the line, 
There have been innumerable delays 
in beginning this important work, but 
it is announced authoritavely that Mr. 
Baldwin proposes to have the work 


pushed to an early completion. A corps 
of engineers will at an early date start 
their work on the line between Athens 
and Jefferson, and the construction crew 
will follow in their wake. The actual 
grading will, therefore, begin in a few 
weeks. 

When this extension from Jefferson to 
Athens is made and the gauuge broaden- 
ed from Gaainesville to Jefferson, this 
city will be connected with Athens by a 
direct broad guage route.
